unity of true Religion, and in the bond of Peace : and not to 


ſuffer unneceflary Diſputations, Altercations, or Queſtions to - 


be raiſed, which may nouriſh Faction both in the Church and 
Commonwealth, We have. therefore upon mature delibera- 
tion, and with the advice of ſo many of our Biſhops as might 
conveniently be called together, thought fit to make this De- 
claration following. | 
That the Articles of the Church of Er2{az4 ( which have 
been allowed and authorized heretofore, and which Our 
Clergy generally have ſubſcribed unto ) do- contain the true 
Doctrine of the Church of England, agreeable to Gods Word : 
which we do therefore ratihe and contirm, requiring all Qur 
loving Subjects to continue in the uniform profeſſion thereof, 
and prohibiting the leaſt difference from the ſaid Articles, 
which to that end We command to be new Printed, and this 
Our Declaration to be publiſhed therewith. - 

That we are fupream Governour of the Church of F- 
land : And that if any Difference ariſe about the external 
Policy, conceraing [njunttions, Canons, or other Conſtitutions 
whatſoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convoca= 
tion 1s to order and ſettle them, having firſt obtained leave 
pnder Our Broad Seal fo to do; and We approving their 
faid Ordinances and Conſtitutions, providing that none be 
Made contrary to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land. 

That out of Our Princely care, that the Churchmen may 
wo the work which is 'proper unto them, the Biſhops and 
Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, upon their hum- 
ble Yefire ſhall have Licence under Oar Broad Seal, to de- 
liberate of, and to do all ſuch things, as -being made pus

Office, and Our own Religions zeal, to conſerve ' 


by them,and afſented unto by Us, ſhall concern the ſettled con 
tinuance of the Dottrine and Diſcipline of the Church o*f 
Englz1d now eſtabliſhed 3 from which We will not endure 
any varying or departing in the leaſt Degree. 
That for the preſent , though ſome Ditterences have been 
ll raiſed, yet We take comfort in this , that all Clergy-men 
within Our Realm, have always moſt willingly ſubſcribed to 
theArticles eſtabliſhed; which is an argument to Us, that they 
all agree in the true uſbal , literal meaning of the ſaid Arti- 
cles,and that even in thoſe curious Points in which the pre- 
ſent Differences lie, men of all ſorts take the Articles of the 
Church of Englan4 1 rhe for them 3 which is an Argument 
again, that none of them intend any Deſertion of the Articles 


eſtabliſhed, 


That therefure in theſe both curions and unhappy Diffe- 


rences, which have for ſo many hundred. years in different 
Times and Places exerciſed the Church of Chrif, We will 
that all further curious ſearch be laid afide, and theſe Diſputes 
ſhut up in Gods promiſes, as they be generally ſet forth to us 
in the holy Script ures , and the general meaning of the Ar- 
ticles of the Church of Eng/znd according to them: And that 
no man hereafter ſhall either Priat or Preach to draw the 
Article aſide any way, but ſhall ſubmit to it in the plain and 
full meaning thercof 3 and ſhall not put his own Senſe or 
Comment to be the meaning of the Article, but ſhall take it 
in the Litt era] and Grammatical Senſe. 

"Phat if any publ:c; Reader in either Our Univerſities, or 
anv Head or Maſier of a Colledge, or any other perſon re- 
ſpectively in either of them, ſhall affix any new Senſe to any 
Article, or ſhall publickly read, determine or hold any pub- 
lick Diſpatation, or ſafer any ſach to be held cither way, 


in either the Univerſities or Colledges reſpeCtively ; or if any . 


Divine in the !'niverſities ſhall Preach or Print any thing ei- 
ther way , other then- is already eſtabliſhed in Convocation 
with our Royal.Aﬀent : he , or they the Offenders, ſhall be 
liable to Or Diſpleaſtire, and the Churches Cenſure in Our 
Commiſſion Eccleſiaſtical, as well as any other : And We will
